Decision Brought About by the N«tien*l 


Association of Trunk and Traveling 
Bag Manufacturers, of Which Henry 
S. Hartman of This City is Secretary. 


At a meeting of the National Associa- 
ion of Trunk and Traveling Bag Man- 
facturcrs held recently in Detroit, Mich., 
Jl the members decided to write a let- 
,er to the treasury department requeat- 
ng that the law be enforced which corn- 
els the payment of 35 per cent duty on 
JI baggage bought in Europe by Amer- 
can tourists and brought into this coun- 
ry. The headquarters of the triiny and 
ag association are in Racine. The sec- 
etary of the association is Henry S. 
Jartman of the Hartroan Trunk eom- 
jany, who has just received a letter from 
he'treasury department and a telegram 
rom Collector Loeb at New York, in- 
orming him that the government will 
omply with the request of the associa- 
ion and hereafter eee that the law will 
je enforced at all port* and collect the 
;5 per cent duty, which will mean an in- 
rease in sales to the trunk and leather 
ndustry amounting to at least $1,000,- 
000, and benefit th« wholesalers ~Snd re- 
tailers accordingly. It will also enable 
he manufacturers to employ the finest 
of skilled labor. 


By enforcing the law It will mean that 


thousands of dollars spent abroad every 
year will go to the American manufac- 
turers. The American tourist has al- 
ways been under the impression that the 
European goods are lighter than the 
Yankee product. The quality of Ameri- 
can goods has BO much improved in rtcent 
roars that it now surpasses the European 
goods in quality and is fully as light in 
weight. In ordsr to compete with the 
foreign labor and employ the best work- 
manship it was absolutely necessary that 
he American industries be protected. 


American tourists have had an idea 


for years that foreign made goods are 
better than the home product. The for- 
eign label was also very alluring. The 
fact is, however, that goods often pur- 
chased abroad are made in the United 
States.

END PRISON'MADE PRODUCTS 


The spirit of reform so prevalent has 


attacked Georgia to a good .purpose fdr 
the statement is mad«'all forms of con- 
vict labor have been abolished except it 


The convicts will be .solely employed in 
the construction, ol' public roads under 
direction nnd control .of the state au- 
thorities. It certainly »eoms a. proper 
momeroent in this age of reionn,' end the 
northern sUtes that have hud so much to 
say as to southern exhibitions of prison 
labor, in which hideous system -convicts 
wero herded in camps and visited with 
barbarous punishment, both men and wo- 
men, 
may see au example to follow. 


But the movement to abolish this prison 
labor competing with free labor moves 
very slowly. Our state prisons arc rilled 
with the finest and the latest of machin- 
ery, with the prisoners working upon 
contract work competing with outside 
contractors. ' 


lu our own state of 'Wisconsin lies a 


field hitherto untouched, a fresh field in 
whiah our statesmen might disport with 
profit to ihe cause of honest labor. Of 
course all pretend the closest friendship 
with labor, organized or not, makes no 


outlawry on. purl of-individual 


or corporation. Laws are violated all 
around; us continually. Public sentiment 
should donand 'enforcement of all laws 
and especially those bearing upon tho 
protection of society in all ways, and 
•he personal safety of the individual 


difference, 
all noncst labor> but 


strangely enough organized labor ns best 
fitted to make an impression upon our 
legislators docs nothing in this line to 
help itself along. Wisconsin should be- 
iore the end of another year, abolish 
every form of prison contract labor that 
interferes wrth our honest labor. Rood 
making does not compete with this in 
the least, and then there, arc Home lines 
of industry corrvicts could be employed 
upon used solely by tne state. This form 
of 'manufacturing would not compete in 
the markets, but

brother, but.-in the treatment extended 
the wounded girl. Wisconsin may war 
upon an outlaw,. but It'should stop at 
shooting the children. For the credit of 
the state Gov. Davfdson should at once 
remove this, sheriff. 'No'more sbamisful 
act lias ever 'been ' perpetrated in this 
state than the Cameron Dam tragedy. 
jov«rnor Davidson will-be not only neg- 
lectful, but at variance • with the senti-- 
mcnt of all Wisconsin if he does not, at 
once overhaul .these officials who deliber- 
ately shoot down children. 


For years 'the authorities have trifled 


with this Cameron Dam matter, and 
while the sympathy of'every right-mind- 
ed man was with John Dietz in his sin- 
gle handed content against the aggres- 
sions of a corporation, 
yet 
outlawry 


could not of course b« countenanced on 
the part of citizens.-'oajy legal outlawry 
•>y plundering corporations. Open ''de- 
fiance of court 'summons cannot be coun- 
tenanced and this is the offense Dietz is 
guilty of. To be said though, corporative 
interests do not refuse to accept all legal 
papers desired to be served. 


However fruilty may be John Dietz, it 


is no part of the" duties of any sheriff 
and his deputies to ambu»e»de members- 
of the family of an accused. When it 
comes to the firing from ambuscade, as 
is charged, it becomes • just as much 
murder or attempted murder a« is the 
firing of Diet;: upon officials. 


Think of it, sheriff's officials firing up- 


on unarmed children and in cold blood, 
even when, aa alleged, the young Dietz 
held up his hands. Ggvernor Davidson 
has a duty to perform, and he should not 
shirk it. 


Fortunately Myra Dielz, though badly 


wounded, will recover from the-wounds 
inflicted. 


Again the press censorship alleged has 


been established by the authorities up 
there is an outrage and is only excusable 
on the ground the county authorities de- 
eire to suppress all the facts that can be 
secured. The following account as to 
how the Diota girl was treated is taken 
from the La Croase Tribune, an account 
which the sheriff was unable to suppress. 


"AsHhft facts of the shooting up of the 


Dietz children come to light, the people 
of Wisconsin are more impressed than 
ever with tlie cruelty of the deed. Myra 
Diet/, was unarmed. 'I never shot a gun 
in my life,' she says. One of the Dietz 
boys 'was driving the three-year-old tolts. 
He told the deputies that if he threw up 
his hands the colts would run away. But 
the deputies shot him nevertheless. 


"Myra Dietz was placed on a cot. The 


cot, bearing the bleeding form of the girl, 
was dumped into a baggage car and the 
big doors of the car were thrown open. 
The conductor said the floor of the car 
WOK damp and that the coid wind rushed 
in upon the suffering wcman from the 
open door. Deputies stood in the door 
with rifles ready. 


•'Sheriff Madden, himself a confessed 


coward, has surrounded himself with a 
posse of cowards—men who have not the 
courage to attempt to take a defenseless 
woman without first shooting her. These 
men are laying nn ambush biding an op- 
portunity to shoot down the Cameron 
Dam outlaw, his wife and children at 


"'^'Sheriff Madden tried to take Dietz, 
but he had not the courage to do it. He 
was told to leave the place and he left. 
Now he is trying to suspend the natural 
and legal operations of government in or- 
der to cover-up his.own cowardice.
